The births registered in the year ended December 31, 
1871, amounted to 7,082 (males, 3,695; females, 3,387), the 
deaths to 2,378 (males 1,352; females 1,026), and the mar- 
rlages to 1,250, or 2,500 persons married. 

The natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, is 

4,704. 
_ The population on 31st December, reckoned from natural 
imcrease, excess of emigration over immigration, and the 
numbers returned in the census of April 2, is estimated at 
189,018 (males, 97,090; females, 91,928). 

The number of births registered is higher than any in the 
preceding five years, with the exception of that in 1868, 
which is 165 in excess. The rate for every thousand of the 
population is 38°55, and is unusually low. In New South 
Wales the rate in 1870 is given 89 80; in Queensland for 
the same year 43°5. The highest rate recorded in the 
returns for England is 36:35 per 1,000. The like fact of 
the decrease in the birth-rate is also observable in other 
Australian Colonies. Thus the Registrar-General of New 
South Wales, in his fifteenth annual report, says, ‘“‘ The 
registered births in 1870 were 1:40 per 1,000 below the 
mean of preceding five years.” 

In the annual returns for 1866 it was stated that the 
number of women between the ages of 15 and 45 was 34,084, 
and the birth-rate, in relation to each hundred of this 
number, 19°88. In this year the number is calculated at 
Ae and the birth-rate to each hundred of that number, 
18754.

relative with this the deaths of males and females under 
year of age was found to be to every hundred of the 
res, 110; 710, 122, 106, 129 males. The regular 
result of the foregoing would be that, at the end of this term 
of years, the female population would be in excess of the 
male. And this is so far verified, that if the actual number 
of births and deaths of both sexes registered, is considered, 
the females are in excess. It is concluded, therefore, that 
the tendency of the relation of emigration and immigration 
has been to produce an eventual total in favor of an excess 
of males. In all England the actual result, in reference to 
the proportion of boys and girls born, is that to every 100 
girls born 103°6 boys are born, while certain counties, on 
the other hand, are excepted, where the proportion of boys 
born to every 100 girls was 108-7, 102-2, 106-7, and 106-0. 
The fluctuations of this Province are thus not without 
parallel. 
In 1870 the illegitimate births amounted to 156; distri- 
buted, 51 to the City of Adelaide, 105 to the districts. In 


~/871 the numbers amounted to 129, which shows a decrease 


of 27 on the former year. These are thus distributed ; to 
the District of Adelaide (inclusive of the city, 42), 59; Port 
Agelaide, 6; Daly, 8; Willunga, 3; Yankalilla, 4; Strath- 
albyn, 2; Robe, 1; Grey, 8; Wellington, 1; Morphett 
Vale, 2; Mount Barker, 1; Nairne,5; Talunga, 6; Higher- 
combe, 1; Port Gawler, 1; Barossa, 4; Angaston, 5;

The deaths registered in this year, 2,378, are few in 
number compared with those of the immediately preceding 
five years, being but 167 above the lowest—those of 1869— 
and as much as 561 under the highest—those of 1867.

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Also the death-rate, 1:295, is but slightly in advance of the 
lowest recorded, 1°254. Referring to 1870, the difference 
in favor of the present year is 166, which decrease appears 
in the several ages, under 20 years, 159; 40 and under 60, 
18; 60 and under 80,13; and one under age not stated ; 
counterbalanced, on the other hand, by an increase in the 
period 20 and under 40 of 20; and in 80 and upwards of 3. 
This considerable lessening in the first or lowest division of 
ages sufficiently indicates the healthfulness of the year, as in 
this climatic influences are most powerful. In the different 
classes of diseases the same is observable. It is found that 
in the zymotic the numbers are nearly equalized; in the 
developmental, that the deaths are less by 64. As a rule 
the third class, or local diseases, is in sympathy with the 
others, increasing and decreasing together. Constitutional 
diseases do not appear to follow closely the same rule, a 
high number of deaths in the zymotic being often allied with 
a decrease in the constitutional ; or a low number in the first 
with an increase in the last. In the zymotic the slight 
difference of 14, registered in 1870, is distributed throughout 
the higher ages, 519 and 520 being the numbers in the 
lower. Seventy-seven in every hundred of the whole 
number registered were under five years; in the preceding 
year the number was 72. This increase appears in the 
deaths of children under one year of age, which have been 
attributable to dysentery. The numerical equality of the 
sexes in this class is still maintained; under five years, 233 
males, 229 females; above five years, 72 males, and 71 
females; the total being 305 males and 300 females In 
1870 the numbers were, under five years of age, 216 males 
and 218 females; above that age, 76 males and 81 females; 
the respective totals being 292 and 299. 

Though the whole numbers registered, 591 and 605, thus 
closely approximate, the relative numbers in the individual 
diseases differ considerably. Some of the most important 
differences are observed in diphtheria, which is reduced from 
116 to 68; typhoid fevers, from 98 to 57; diarrhea, from 
154 to 148. The most remarkable, however, is the increase 
under dysentery, from 56 to 172. The gain of 89 decrease 
from the diseases diphtheria and typhoid fevers is over- 
balanced by the increase of 116 in dysentery, which, however, 
is again counteracted by numerous slight advantages in the 
other diseases. 

Children under two years of age have mostly suffered 
from dysentery, the severity of which has not been com- 
pensated by relaxation in other diseases ordinarily of greater 
fatality. 

Constitutional diseases record 291 against 310 in 1870. 
The decrease is found in the order tubercular diseases and 
phthisis. In diathetic diseases deaths from cancer are 10 
males and 23 females, which would appear to confirm the 
statement that ‘‘cancer is a disease most fatal to women; 
the reported deaths from it have increased almost every year 
since the returns have been made. This, perhaps, is due to 
the fact that cancers of internal organs, formerly overlooked, 
are now discovered.” 

In local diseases it has been observed that deaths from 
diseases of the nervous system and respiratory organs are, 
ordinarily, two-thirds more than deaths from diseases of the 
organs of circulation and of the digestive organs. The

Climatic influences, which may 
be altogether wanting in England and other countries, may

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the above orders, that of the respiratory organs. In diseases 
of the nervous system 193 deaths were of children under two 
years of age, 141 of which were from the single disease 
convulsions. 

Developmental diseases, 462, are 54 under those of the 
preceding year, shown in a decrease in diseases of children, 
under the individual disease teething. The premature 
births registered this year as compared with the last were 28 
to 42. Deaths from old age are but three less; from 
atrophy and debility, 19. 

Violent deaths have been comparatively few, being the 
lowest since 1866. Under the order accident or negligence, 
in 1870 and 1871, the following exactly correspond :—Frac- 
ture and contusion, 42; burns and scalds, 14; poison, 4; 
suffocation, 4, There is an increase of 10 in drowning; 
suicides are two in excess.

The foregoing gives results greatly in favor of 1871, so 


much so as to lead to the supposition that some epidemic 
had prevailed extensively in 1866. But a reference to the 
annual returns of that year does not support this conclusion. 
At that time no deaths were registered from scarlatina, 
measles, or whooping cough, which occasionally are so fatal, 
apparently, ameliorating conditions of some kind, probably 
connected with the seasons, have had an influence, formerly 
absent, in 1871.

The marriages number 1,250—a decrease of 10 under 
those of 1870. The decrease appears in the first quarter 
alone. In 1870, the numbers of the March quarter were 
the highest. In this year they are the lowest, the difference 
being 67 in excess in the former. The number of minors 
married, including those whose ages have been specified 
between 15 and 20, and those who are simply declared to be 
“under age,’ amounted to 436 of both sexes—82 males and 
404 females. In the previous year 447 at this term of life 
were registered—51 males and 395 females. The change 
thus indicates a lessening by 19 of those of males under 
age, an increase of 9 of females, and an advance of 11 in 
the whole number. The signatures by mark in this division 
are, in each sex, rated at about ten out of every hundred 
persons married, showing in this respect no improvement 
compared with 1870.

Thus, in the city, deaths from zymotic diseases rate 
proportionately 7 per cent. less of the whole number regis- 
tered; from developmental diseases, 6. On the other band, 
in constitutional diseases, the proportion of deaths is 6 higher, 
and in local 8.
